Abrahams Tells of Vote.

Yet, though he stood ready to cast his 
vote for the Chicago man, whose friendship 
he enjoyed and who was so popular in his 
legislative district, he admitted he gave him

Hazy on Men He Saw. 

Hughes said he talked with every member 
of the legislature he saw, but could give no 
names or recall any conversations outside of 
Landee and Whelan. Senator Fletcher 
brought out that the corporation of which 
Mr. Lorimer and the witness are officers paid 
all the latter’s expenses through the state 
when he advocated Lorimer's election. He 
insisted, however, that this action was inci- 
dental to his conduct of his usual routine 
work. . 

Hughes told of his visit to Whelan ih com- 
Pany with Walsh, of the conversation which 
took place, and of Whelan's announced pur- 
pose at this meeting to vote for Lorimer if 
sufficient other Demoorats did so to assure 
the election. As to the arguments used with 
Whelan, he mentioned the tariff. 

Senator Jones called his attention to the 
fact that Whelan was a Democrat, while 
Lorimer was a protection Republican, where- 
upon the witness said he realized the incon- 
sistency of his statement. The witness de- 
nied that he had tried to bribwelther Landee 
or Representative Campbell with promises of 
federal patronage. 


Abrahams Didn’t Talk to Browne. 

Abrahams said he had lived in Chicago all 
his Ute, was first in the clothing business, 
then a saloonkeeper, and is now a real es- 
tate man. He said he made up his mind to 
vote for Lorimer At 9:80 on the morning of 
the day of the election. 

He talked at that time with John Griffin, 
“Bob” Wilson, George Hilton, George Al- 
echuler, Democrats, Tom Curran and Frank 
MeNichols, Republicans, all members of the 
legislature. Tnere were others also with 
whom he talked. He asked them if they 
would vote for Lorimer. 

SENATOR KEN YON—Did you talk with

No “Complimentary”. Vote. 

SENATOR KHUN YON—You were not will- 
ing to support any Hepublican. 

MR. ABRAHAMS—Well, in a way. 

MR. MRBLE— Tou did not cast a com- 
Piimentary vote for Mr. Lorimer? 

MR. ABRAHAMS—I would not have gtven 
him a complimentary vote upon my own 
initiative. 

MR. MAKSLA-—You were not willing to 
give your Vote for him, unless there was a 
majority to vote for him, 

MR. ABHAHAMS—Noa, 1 would not. 

Abrahams .mentioned Representatives 
Shanahan, ¥ehy, Murphy, Ruby, Frost, and 
Smejkal as other members with whom he 
talked. Ruby was a member of the Tippit 
faction. None of these members wag unver 
any obligations to him, except that he had 
cast complimentary votes for candidates they 
suggested. Though a saioonkeeper at the 
time, he was not @ member ot the Liquor 
Dealers’ Protective association, and knew 
nothing of any liquor bills pending in the 
legislature. 


Tells of Defeat as Alderman. 

Abrahams was asked about his candidacy 
for alderman last year. He explained he 
asked Mr. Lorimer to see Cook and Egan to 
prévent a Republican candidate being nomi- 
nated. No Republican was nominated, but 
Abrahams was defeated n the election by an 
independent Democratic nominee. This co- 
operation between Democrats and Republic- 
ans greatly interested the committee. 

SENATOR KERN—Do the Republican and 


‘Democratic leaders of your ward confer with 


each other as to who shall run as candidates! 
MR. ABRAHAMS—Yes, sir. 


SENATOR :KERN—In that way they 


make a satisfactory arrangement all around? 


MR. ABRAHAMS—Yes, sir. 

MR. MARBLE—Didn't you complain that 
Mr. Cook and some ot the friends of Mr. Lori- 
mer aided in your defeat? 

MR. ABRAHAMS—I was angry.

SAYS STEEL TRUST 


IS GRAVEST PERIL 


Untermyer Declares Its Or- 


ganizing Worst Violation 
of Law Ever Known. 


U. S..SLEPT ON RIGHTS. 
Menace Lies in Concentration of 


Money Power, Asserts 
New Yorker. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.—{Special.]— 


Samuel Untermyer of New York, lawyer and N 


chairman of the subcommittee on trust legis- 
lation of the National Civic federation, de- 
clared today that the United States Steel cor- 
poration is America’s greatest trust menace. 

Mr. Untermyer was a witness before the 
trust bearing conducted by the senatorial 
committee on interstate commerce. He re- 
ferred to the organizing of the steel corpora- 
tion as “the most flagrant violation of the 
law ever known.” 

“If the government had been alert in 1901, 
that corporation would never have been or- 
ganized,” he said. “Its plans were pub- 


lished for months at advertising rates, but the 


government was supine and did not choose 
to act. 


Why Trust Is Greatest Menace. 

“The menace of the Steel corporation is 
not in its size or the amount of fits capital 
stock, but in the concentration of the money 
power behind it,” he continued. “It is the 
most menacing of all the combinations be- 
cause this power makes every competitor in 
effect a puppet. The powerful hande thet 
protect the steel business have control of 
the greatest banks, trust companies, and 
rafiroads, and it is impossible for competi- 
tion to exist against it.“ 

He expressed the belief that mere umiting 
of the capital stock will not curbtrusts. The 
Sherman law muet be enforced up to the 
point where the industry confronts ruin from 
competition, he Said, and then the govern- 
ment must eanction trade agreements that 
will give stability to business and permit in- 
dustriee to make a reasonable profit. He 
advocated the establishment of an industria! 
commisslon to regulate such agreements and 
the federal chartering or licensing of inter- 
state corporations. 


Great Danger in Secret Pools. 

Senator Cummins asked how a reasonable 
profit“ could be determined by a federal com- 
mission in deciding how far industries could 
combine. Mr. Untermyer suggested that the 
lowest cost of manufacture be taken as a 
basis, and a reasonable profit added. 
not advocate agreements as broad as to in- 
sure à profit to every manufacturer, what- 
ever his cost of production. 

Mr. Untermyer declared there now are 
secret agreements in one-half of the indus- 
tries of the country. 

“Our greatest danger is not from the 
great trusts but from these secret pools and 
agreements with which the business of the 
country is honeycombed,” he said. 

He.urged the application of the Sherman 
law to the big trusts, but said federal super- 
vision should control reasonable agreements 
in various industries. | 

“ What is your definition of a trust! asked 
Senator Cummins. 


His Definition of a Trust. 

“A combination in corporate form of a 
substantial part of an industry under a 
single ownership, either through a holding 
company or otherwise, said Mr. Untermyer. 
It does not necessarily involve a monopoly, 
but such a control of the trade that it vir- 
tually amounts to a monopoly.” 

Mr. Untermyer described the method of 
Gissolving the tobacco trust as the most 
colossal judicial farce ever enacted.” If It 
is allowed to stand without appeal, he said, 
it legalizes action that would otherwise be 
illegal under the Sherman law, and prevents 
prosecution of a combination that would 
heretofore have been considered illegal. 


HENRY ATTACK ON ROOSEVELT 
FOLLOWS STEEL TRUST REPLY. 


Texan Says Former President Is Great- 
est Exponent of Absolutism Country 
Ever Has Known. 


Wasflington, D. G. Nov. 18.—Declaring 
that Theodore Roosevelt makes Alexander 
Hamilton look like a novice as an advocate 
of absolutism, Representative Henry of 
Texas issued a formal statement today in 
anewer to the former president's views on 
the trust question in his recent editorial in 
the Outlook, 

Mr. Henry asserts that Mr. Roosevelt, 
through hies message,” is feeling the pulse 
of the America people for a third term, that 
he is trying to “ discredit Mr. Taft and Mr. 
Wickersham,” and predicts that he will 
“find the road to the presidency ‘rocky’ 
while he is running-for a third term with 


the steel trust snugly and congenially sitting 


astride his shoulders.”’ 

He quotes from the former president's edi. 
torial the following reference to the Standard 
Oil and tobacco trust decisions of the Su- 
preme court. 

“This is absolutism run mad,” Mr. Henry 
declares. “ Never in the history of America 
did any man advocate such a rank, miserable, 
and rotten doctrine. The adherents of Alex 
ander Hamilton should tenderly take up his 
ashes, make due apology for his being a 
novice in the doctrine of absolutism, and re- 
move his sacred urn to some quiet and se- 
questered spot, and give way to the real thing, 
to one who has views 
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which stand at the threshold of the whole 
transaction 

I am persuaded that a law providing in 
direct terms under what conditigns and for 
what stated purposes a commercial company 
may organize for interstate and foreign busi- 
hess would meet the immediate difficulty. 
Such a measure (particularly if it provides 
machinery to determine how and when ex- 
isting companies may avail of it) would, in 


my judgment, eliminate much of the con- 


fusion which now exist with respect to our 
commercial combinations, The anti-trust 
law, as now interpreted, does not strike at 
the form ot am organization; but it deals 
with the propriety or impropriety of 2 
and conduct. 


Large Combines Are Necessary. 

Large commercial organizations, however, 
aré necessary, under our inadequate system 
composed of numbers of. state corporations. 
No state corporation is large enough to 
cover the whole field, and therefore national 
and foreign commerce necessarily depends 
upon the combination of a number of sepa- 
rate state companies. 

The mere existence of auch a combination 
excites doubt and creates confusion. If fed- 
eral authority should provide a plain and 
distinct form which may be followed, most 
of this doubt would be eliminated from the 
Case; federal authority would have to deal 
only with the conduct and the purpose of 
organizations, and the attention would be l- 
rected to the one question which the anti- 
trust law was really intended to present. 

Such a law might well be supplemented 
with further provisions looking to publicity 
as to certain controlling phases of the busi- 
ness so authorized. The value of such 
publicity has been recognized by many large 
concerns, and has been demonstrated by the 
reports of the bureau of corporations. I 
would not advocate more publicity than is 
necessary to give a fair understanding of 
the controlling methods and activities of a 
business but that much publicity would be 
a protection to the concern as well as to 
the general public. More than that, it 
would be a protection to the small investor 
in large concerne. 


Rights of Small Stockholders. 

In the discussion with respect to the reor- 
‘ganization of concerns now pending, most of 
the attention has been given to the great m- 
terests involved, and to the danger to com- 
merce generally. That is all true, but it is 
equally true that nearly all these concerns 
have a large number of small stockholders. 
These have made their investments in the 
belief that these concerns were legitimate. 
The fact that no procedings against them 
were entered has been accepted as an im- 
plied approval of their conduct. 

However necessary the correction is, and 
however. wholesome the general result must 
be, it is nevertheless apparent that as an ex- 
clusive general policy our one sided corrective 
system cannot be recommended. An ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of cure. The 
wiser course is to say in advance what may 
be done as well as to say what is condemned; 
so that every investor may know what he is 
doing and what risks he runs, and so that we 
may have at least some reason for saying 
that every citizen is presumed to know the 
law. 


Danger of Overshooting Mark. 

The demand for some constructive meag 
ure is so pronounced that we may be in dan- 
ger of overshooting the mark. Consideration 
of some constructive measure to supplement 
the anti-trust law has been so long de- 
ferred that now we may provide more regu- 
lotion than is wise. 

The control of private business is likened 
to the regulation of public carriers. I am 
bound to sey that, in my judgment, such 
an analogy isdangerous. It is Still a question 
to what extent even the wisest vernment 
regulation may serve to e eee. 
enterprise. I think there should be rules of 
the game, but true competition depends upon 
the initiative and asmmbition of individual 
players. 


Province of the Law. 

It is the province of the law not to prescribe 
a result but to create conditions that may 
work out their own solution. A working 
agreement depends upon the sustained in- 
terest. of both parties, and that interest 
depends upon the continued hope of success 
and returne to both parties. Just as much is 
true of legislation. Too much regulation Is 
bound to destroy enterprise. It is my opin- 
ion, therefore, that we ought to be content 
with the adoption of a measure, providing for 
the conditions upon which large commerce 
may organize, and for such publicity as may 
be necessary to judge from time to time, 
whether or not these conditions are being 
observed, and then leave all further contro) 
and regulation to be bullt upon our experi- 
ence as we gain it.

Suffocated by smoke while gasping out an 
alarm of fire over the telephone, Otto Ber- 
thinger, 40 years old, a watchman in the 
tailor shop of S. E. Rosenfield & Co., 1282-84 
North Paulina street, was found dead in the 
place at 8 o'clock yesterday morning when 
firemen responding to his call broke down thé 
door.

WOMAN LAYS DRUGGING PLOT 
TO ATTORNEY INGRAM IN SUIT, 


Bill Asks That Lawyer Be Compelled to 
Account for $41,000 Intrusted to 
Him—Masonic Contest Recalled. 


Charges against Attorney Joseph E. In- 
gram are contained in a bill for an accounting 
filed yesterday in the Circuit court by counsel 
for Mrs. Annie L. Kolb. 

Mrs. Kolb asks that Ingram be compelled 
to account for more then §41,000 which she 
claims to have intrusted to his care since 
June, 1900. Sh asserts in her bill that Ingram 
drugged her in a downtown restaurant April

KILL 46 CHILDREN 


Neglectful Chicagoans Blamed 
for Deaths by Department 
of Health Report. 


“USE ANTITOXIN EARLY.” 


Warns People Lives Can Be Saved 
if Preventive Is Given When 
First Signs Appear. 


Forty-six children who have died in Chi- 
Cago in two weeks virtually were murdered, 
according to yesterday’s bulletin of the 
health department. The little ones were 
victims of. diphtheria. According to the 
health publication every one of them could 
have been saved if antitoxin had been used 
in time. 

“During the last two weeks, says the 
bulletin, “‘ forty-six children were solemniy 
buried in this city and the blame laid | to 
diphtheria. These forty-six children are not 
of the departed—they were dispatched. 
Though they died of diphtheria, we did the 
killing. Diphtheria kills only when we let it. 
Tt receives its mandate of destruction from 
our ignorance and negligence. 


Antitoxin Sure Life Saver. 

“ Antitoxin used early is a sure life saver 
to those sufleriug from diphtheria. It can 
be had without cost. It is injected free of 
charge by the health department on request 
of physician or parent.’ No child need die 
for the Mek of it. The antitoxin that would 
have saved these children is still on the 
shelf, while they are in their graves. 

“If antitoxin is injected the firat day of 
the disease death hasn't got a ‘look-in' on 
the case. 


Shun Sore Throat Cases. 
The bulletin gives the following rules for 
preventing the disease: 

1. Keep your children away from every 
case of sore throat. 

2 Report to department of health avery 
case of sore throat im your neighborhood 
not placarded. 

3. If a case of sore throat occurs in your 
family, call the doctor at once. 

4. Don't try home remedies, and don't 
wait for white patches in the throat. The 
worst cases begin in the nose and deep in 
the windpipe and show no patches. 

5. If itis at al lsuspicious antitoxin, and 
plenty of it. should be- used at once. In 
doubtful cases it is best not to wait for a 


positive diagnosis; use antitoxin. 

6. If you are too poor to pay for anti- 
toxin, the health department will supply n 
without cost. It can also be obtained 
free at various drug stores on request of 
your doctor.

ASQUITH BEGINS TO WAVER. 


Majority of the Cabinet Favors Exten- 
sion of the Franchise.

LONDON, Nov. 18. That woman suffrage 
in some form will pass the house of commons 
at the next session is regarded as almost a 
certainty. Premier Asquith yesterday made 
to a deputation of suffrage societies three 


| atatements of vital importance. 


The first was that the government is deter- 
mined to carry Manhood suffrage; the second 
that although the bill will not provide for 
woman suffrage in any form, it will be so 
drafied as not merely to permit an amend- 
ment enfranchising women on the same 
terms as men but also on different terms, that 
is. on any that the house of commons may 
decide to adopt. 

This is a vital point, for although there 
‘might not de a majority for womanhood suf- 
Frage. there certainly would be one for an 
amendment of an even wider scope than is 
contained in the conciliation bill. which would 
enfranchise about a million women. 

Bright Prospect for Women. 

Thirdly, the premier declared that any 
amendment carried by the house of commons 
would ipso facto become an integral part of 
the dill and receive the full support of the 
government. 

The question now remains, What fs the 
prospect for such an amendment? The an- 
ewer must undoubtedly be, excellent. Mr. 
Asquith is an obstinate opponent of female 
suff in any form, but he acknowledges 
that the majority of the cabinet favore a 
wide measure and he himself is willing to 
accept the mandate of the majority of the 
house. 

Sir Edward Grey and Lieyd-George are en- 
thus‘astic supporters of the women’s cause, 
and are prepared torecommend a wide meas- 
ure to their supporters to fight for in the 
country. 

Lloyd-George May Lead Fight. 

Indeed, it is generally expected that Lioyd- 
George will run a strong suffrage campaign 
in 1912, taking the line of what may be called 
roughly household suffrage ’—that is, that 
afi women householders shall be qualified for 
a parliamentary vote, wives being qualified 
if their husbands are householders. 

With a majority of the cabinet in their 
favor, headed by men of such standing as 
Sir Bdward Grey and Lioyd-George, and 
with a great proportion ff not actually a 
majority of the house of commons pledged 
te support some measure of female suffrage, 
it will be strange if an amendment cannot

Eterna] City Astir Over Creation 
of Many High Officials. 


HONOR AT HEAVY cosh 


Expense of Acceptance Bears Hard 
Upon Poorer of Recipients.

ROME, Nov. 18.~There is only a week be- 
fore the creation of three new American 
cafdinals and more than a dozen of other 
tationalities. The Eternal city ts astir over 
the great event. 

A cardinal has been defined as the caprice 
of a pope,” which ts more true today than 
when ſt was first sald, as the pontiff now npmi- 
nates almost without the advice of the mem- 
bers of the sacred college, while in other 
times each cardinal of the curla (that is Hv. 
ing In Rome) was consulted. 

On the day of the consistory thé cardinal- 
designate waits in his apartments dressed in 
beautiful robes usually surrounded by friends 
until the papal master of ceremones formally 


announces the honor to which he is about to 


be raised and accompanies him to the 
vatican. : 
Some Died Not Knowing Honor. 

In the old daya when news traveled more 
slowly than now. many a cardinal died be- 
fore the news of his election reached him, 
while William Mykiefeld, a fellow at Ox- 
ford, 1 — to the purple when already 
dead. C nal Barnabo, on the other hand. 
forgot all about the consistory and on being 
searched for was found hearing confersions 
while the court awaited him at the vatican. 

Every cardinal has two sets of robe 
those for solomn cccagions and those fof 
ordinary days. The first consists of a red 
cassock, which sweeps the ground and is 
made of soft broadcloth in winter and of 
moire in summer. Over this a short lace 
rochet is worn and a cape of the same ma- 


terial as the cassock The shoes with gold 0 
} bucklea. the stockings, gleves, and hat are 


also red. 

The everyday costume is much less gor- 
Sous. but it ie alto picturesque. It is com- 
posed of a short black cassock made with 
falee sleeves and a simple cape with red 
pipings and buttons over which may be worn 
@ mantie out of doors. The sash, mantle, 
stockings, and skull cap are red, while the 
hat, under which the skull cap fhows. is 
biack trimmed with red and god. 


Costume Changes in Lent. 

During Lent. Advent, ahd the period of a 
vacancy. in the chair of St. Peter's the cardi- 
nales wear violet for ceremonial occasions. 
but are distinguished from archbishops and 
bishops by their skull caps, lining, pip'ngs, 
and buttons, which are the acustomed red. 

On ordinary occasions during these periods 
they make no change except in their mantles. 
which are of violet moire with red revers 
and collars, but if the weather is cold they 
wear a heavy red or violet cloak or coat. 

In Rome there are veveral restrictions on 
the liberty of a cardinal. For instance, he 
is not allowed to walk in the city. but must 
have a two horse closed carriage, and be 
cannot leave town without express permis- 
sion. In Africa this is different. There he 
follows bis own rules. 


Heavy Expense to Cardinals. 

It ts diMeult to estimate the initial expense 
of being raised to the purple, because it much 
depends upon the individual, but a ce 
expenditure is obligatory. For instance, the 
new cardinal must pay $422.24 for the car- 
dinalate bulls, §600 for the cardinal’s ring, 
$53.75 to the secretary of the sacred college, 
$215 to the acting master of ceremonies, $86 
each to the nonacting masters of ceremonies, 
$64.43 to the Sie ine choir, which includes the 
payment for the singing at his requiem mass 
when he dies; $53.75 to the priests of the con- 
sistory, $25.20 to the master of the wafer. 
$58.75 each to the fuhctionaries of the sacred 
college, $382.26 among the lackeys and chair 
bearers, $097.85 to the household of the car- 
dinal secretary of state, and $7328.30 to the 
household of the pope. 

Then there are the livertes for his servants. 
the furnishing of his chapel, his cross, and 
other ornaments, obligatory entertainments, 
and small fees here and there. Hence hig 
first expenses cannot even with economy be 
much less than $5,000. 

A poor man’s budget is sometimes clipped 
for years by this expenditure, and he may 
even borrow money from the chureh, several 
having died before the debt was paid. This is 
@ toss to the church, as no demand for pay- 
ment is ever put forward.

Besides, a man of such simple life does 
not require any large income. He has no 
family to support, he is now left alone with 
his wife—there are no children. 


Aided by His Mother. 

The relative whom he most loved died sev- 
eral years ago. I mean his wonderful moth- 
er; who lived, if I remember rightly, to 90 
years of age. As I have mentioned her, I 
may insert the observation that to her Hardy 

owes a great deal. She waa, I believe, a 
treasure house of those legends 
which form the raw material which the al- 
" chemy of his genius transformed into the 
wondrous stories of Wessex life that have 
entranced two generations of novel readers 
already and will doubtless entrance future 
generations, as long es English literature 
lives. 

It was once sald, half in jest, half in ear- 
mest, that it was she who wrote Hardy's 
work, a proposition as well founded as that 
Hollinshed wrote the plays of Shakspeare. 

Deriving a steady income for many years, 
Hardy has always been able to live upon 
half of it, the rest has gone into the bank, and 
Dy this time he must have a handsome, 
though, of course, not a large fortune. It 
would then have been no surprise that any 
temptation, however, glittering. had failed 
to induce him to allow the transfer of his 
manuscripts from his own country, even to 
@ country so akin as the United States. 


Refuses to Revise His Books. 

But the refusal to go once more through 
his books is'a far more surprising piece 
of self-denial. And the reason that they 
had ceased to interest him is one of the 
strange and incredible puzzles of literary 
history. Not that authors e always val- 
ued their own works, or that they have been 
able to appraise them as well as others. 

Sheridan thought The Rivale and The 
Schoo! for Scandal inferior to “‘ Pizarro,” 
which is in direct opposition to the judg- 
ment of all posterity, for the two comedies 
etill maintain their hold upon audiences 
every where, While Pizarro is dismissed as 
a plece of empty and exaggerated fustian. 

Justin McCarthy, the best read man in 
the world, that is to say in literature, has 
a quaint theory that Shakespeare may have 
all the time regretted the miserable neces- 
sity that compelled him to write plays when 
he might have been better employed in com- 
piling some great work of philosophy. I 
remember that the late Mr. Froude thought 
that a novel of Irish life which he wrote 
Was a great production. I have never yet 
met anybody who had read it. 


Tennyson Sorry He Wrote. 
Tennyson once said to Bram Stoker, Irv- 
ing es secretary and friend, that he often 
wished he had never written a line, and all 
because that morning he had read some para- 
graph in a newspaper which he thought an 
unfeir intrusion into his private life. 
Ané George Eliot was more interested 
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in her prosaic poetry than in her magnifi- 
cent prose, and once shocked ‘an her ad- 
mirers by giving to the public, under the 
title, Theophrastus Such,” à book of essays 
only distinguishable from the work of much 
inferior writers by their ah ae common- 
placeness. 

George Sand, the great French novelist, 
forgot her earlier works so completely that 
she used to reread them and think they 
must have been written by somebody else. 
And 8 one might go on. 

In the case of Hardy this astounding lack 
of interest in work that still sends the 
blood rushing more quickly through every- 
body’s. veins, ls, however, part of his gen- 
eral temperament. 


Pessimism in His Books, 

Doubtless he himself would reject scorn- 
fully the idea that he was a pessimist, and 
yet he has given greater width and popu- 
larity in his works to the gospel of pessi- 
mism than any living writer, not excepting 
even ‘lolstol. 

He is more pessimistic than Zola; tor 
Zola, after he hasdragged you through every 
dunghill in which human beings move and 
have their being, always winds up with sme 
word of hope—e drilllant vislon of the great 
future of humanity; the cry of 4 baby that 
renews the ever renewed life and possibilities 
of the human soul. 


“There is scarcely a word of Hardy that 


does not suggest that the world is anarchic, 
with evil always winning the. final victory. 
Everything, everybody goes wrong, and goes 
wrong either as the result of the clash of 
termmperament or of a series of the smallest 
and pettiest incidents. A woman taking one 
path to a house instead of another, saying 
one ‘thing instead of another, and sometimes 
saying not what she thought but something 
that rises irresistibly to her lips, transforms 
what might have been a happy to a tragic 
situation. , 


Climax in “Jude the Obscure.” 
And this pessimism has grown as his years 
have advanced until it reaches its climax 


and its consummation in Jude the Ob-~ 


scuré.” He threw that at the shocked and 
horrified world as his last word, for. so far 
as novels are concerned, it has been his last 
word. As your readers will know, it is a 
phantasmagoria of horrors. 

This novel was the end of Hardy's career 
as a novel writer, largely because of the 
fierce resentment which it excited. Hardy 
was shocked and, indeed, surprised. He 
used to say to his friends that instead of 
Jude the Obscure being a solitary and 
unique individual, he knew at least three or 
our “Judes” in his experience, and then 


wes that he threw aside the pen of the 


novelist and took up that of the poet. The 
poet is great in him, but it's not as great as 
the prose writer. 

Let me attempt to give a portrait of the 
man who has at once astounded and shocked 
and depressed the world by this output of 
steadily increasing gloom. When you see 
him in the flesh you understand the whe 
story, or at least a good part of it. 

He is 4 littie man with indications of the 
robust health of the man of the country 
and the son of a woman who lived to be a 
nonagenarian. But the body is slight, thouga 
the complexion and the proportions suggest 
the tenacity of life. It is in the face that 
you see the revelation of that high nervous- 
ness which accounts for the tone of his writ- 


ings. 


CHIN ESE RELIGION 
FAILS IN RESULTS 


Wise Maxims of Confucius 
Do Not Make the Na- 
tion Powerful. 


LACK OF SELF-RELIANCE, 


Oelestials Habitually Pass vp 
Hard Problems to Their 
Divinities.

An editorial in an English paper of Tientsin 
complains that, although the aphorisms of 
Confucius are forever on the lips of his 
followers, his teachings, which form not so 
much a religion as a philosophy, have falled 
to keep China from corruption of the person 
and the state, and have left her today, bulky 
as she is, weakest of the leading nations of 
the earth. As though any religion could 2 
vent corruption of the person or the sta 
The time hae come to recognise that in 
reality there is little connection in any coun- 
try between religious teachings and prac- 
tices. The great religions of the world are 
fundamentally schemes of ealvation, and, 
curiously enough, were all born in the east. 
Christianity has no more prevented corrup- 
tion of the state or individual in the west 
than Confucianism or Buddhism has in the 
east. Corruption is an invention which comes 
early or late into the life of any nation in 
accordance with causes which have abso- 


} lutely nothing to do with religion. 


Way Out of Difficulty. 


Chinese religion is simply a way out of 
éificulty. The average man, with a confi- 
dence born of centuries, has faith in himself 
and ordinarily walks alone. His real interest 
in life is rice. That is the foundation of his 
happiness. But he shows up a kind of con- 
tentment on an empty stomech which at 
first surprises and then disgusts the west- 
erner. We have largely abandoned the idea 
that life on this earth is merely a passing 
show, and we try to “live it hard,” as we 
say, to make every day and every hour 
count. Perhaps that is because we are new 
and fresh. 

The oriental has developed a philosophy 
about which much is said and little under- 
stood. We think it leads to stagnation on the 
one hand, fanaticism on the other; that there 
is no middle ground. We even misunder- 
stand the Chinese conception of destiny. We 


are surprised that he ever puts up a fight for | 


self-preservation. He is too human not to 
do that. Only in defeat does he see a mani- 
festation of the will of the gods. What he 
cannot help is what has happened. Then, 
too, he has an idea that after all the struggle 
is more or less futile. But this does not 
weaken his courage or detract from his vigor. 
But it takes the edge off. desire. He is tess 
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e than the gest n 
his neck over things.

cycles. He has before him a conception of a 
continulty of life unknown to us. The impor-. 
tant dates of his history are not 1492, 1620, 
and 1776, or even 1000, Not even the year 1. 
I doubt whether the lapse of time between 
the death of Confucius and the birth of the 
present child emperor seems as great to the 
Chinese as that between Washington and 
Taft seeme to us. The Chinese is accus- 
tomed to the idea that things have ‘been 
about the same for countless ages and that 
the world will go on im about the same old 
wey. At any rate, for him, the individual, 
it will be all the same a hundred years from 
now. He will be living, held in honor, and in 
spirit comfortably clad and fed; more than 
that, he will be perhaps more powerful and 
able to exert more influence than at any 
other period of his existence. 

Bo the Chinese, until recently at any rate, 
were without many of the worries which 
Grove the west to voyages of plunder and 
conquest. The struggle has always been 
pretty keen in China, but the man in the 
street or field has been so busy peddling his 
grindstone that he had to put his heart and 
soul into his work; he got pleasure out of 
it and lost the desire, once common to man, 
to wander forth and slay. 

He develdped a kind of hardheadedness 
and with it a belief that it does not pay to 
worry or to be too eager or too restless. He 
settled back, fitted himself into the land- 
scape, and tried to live; spent all his spare 
time in living, talking to his children, and 


hie birds, and trees, and hills. Doubts would. 


arise now and then, of course, as to what 
he should do in this or that event. But there 
was always a simple way out—pase the de- 
cision up to his favorite god, just as we cut 
the cards or shake the dice. He'retired to a 
temple and cast wooden lots or made use of 
divination rods. — j 
Chinese Lack Self-Reliance. 


Now, a childlike faith such as the Chinese 
had in the disinterested decision of the gods 
as to whether it would be better to build a 
dike or trust to there being no flood leads 
to certain curious results. One is of consid- 
erable importance. The Chinese never did 
trust his gods in the real matters of life, 
He did not expect the gods to feed him or 
even to build his house. All these things he 
developed into a wonderfully complex scheme 
of materia! and mental life. 

But in going to the gods for a decision he 
allowed his reasoning power to remain dor- 
mant. In a word, hie religion made him 
chary of depending on his own judgment and 
greatly hindered the development of rational 
thought. 

As the individual does not develop a sense 
of responsibility until he is forced to stand 
alone, so the Chinese nation never learned 
to stand quite alone. There was always the 
belief that in ea crisis they could count on 
the oracle for a correct decision; that in 
times of stress they could depend on the as- 
sistance of the spirits of their ancestors. 

The Chinese got in the habit—and it is a 
bad one—of accepting as fact the spoken or 
written word crystallized in literature or 
tradition. Ages ago some weak minded cow- 
ard had acute indigestion and saw ghosts. 
And the world was gradually peopled with 
ghosts. They found some pleasurable satis- 
faction—elre they wouldn't have done it—out 
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of devielng achemes 10 beat the pais at 
their own game.

Advices from East Forecast 
China as Republic with 
Province Attached. 


NIPPONESE GAIN CONTROL

Wailure of Celestials to Heed 


Warning of Late Dowager 
Causes Disruption.

China a republic, with Manchuria sep- 
arated therefrom ae an independent state, 
under the more or less direct protection and 

‘perhape suzerainty of Japan, would seem, 
according to public and private advices from | 
the far east during the last week, to constt 
tute the fate in store for the Celestial empire. 

Japan already is in almost entire economic 
control of Manchuria, and gradually is Gilling 
up the entire province with its emigrants 
and ite wares. Many of its garrisons still 
remain, particularly at important points, in 


epite of its pledges to withdraw its troops. | 


Ite consular agents, of high and low degree, 
have the local Chinese and Manchu authort- 
ties completely under their thumbs. 

Added to this the Yokohama Specie bank, 
the most important financial institution in 
Japan, and to all intents and purposes & 
government concern, has within the last ten 
dars completed negotiations for a loan of 
23,000,000 yen to the viceroy of Manchuria, 
which, of course, will serve to stil further 
Increase the hold of Dai Nippon upon this 
Chinese province. 


~o- 

Tt is undoubtedly to Manchuria that tbe 
Manchu princes, nobles, and clans will grad- 
ually withdraw from the remainder of the 
middie kingdom, where their power has 
been completely broken, es predicted by that 
terrible old empress dowager only a few. 
Gays before her end, three years ago. Ac- 
cording to the most reliable authority, she | 
is said to have declared, almost in articulo 
mortis: ‘“‘ Never again allow any woman to 
shold the supreme power in the state. It is 
against the house law of our dynasty, and 
should be strictly forbidden. Be careful not 
to permit eunuche to meddle in government 
matters. The Ming dynagty was brought 
te ruin by eunuchs, and its fate should be 
@ warning to my people.” 

These recommendations of that remarkable 
eld woman, who was popularly known as 
“Old Buddha,“ have been disregarded in the 
most fagrant manner. Although nominally 
invested with supreme control of effairs as 
regent of the empire, Prince Chung wee grad- 
wally deprived thereof by the young Em- 
press Lang-F'u, widow of the late emperor, 
and who, up to the time of the almost simu!- 
taneous demise of her husband and of her 
aunt, the old dowager empress, was generally 
regarded as coloriess, insignificant. and with- 
gut any mind ot berown. /mmediatelv aft 
Wards she began to show herself in her true 
eolors—namely: as a leve’ headed, extremely 
ambitious woman, just as eager for power 
as her aunt. Moreover, she adopted the lat- 
tors reactionary policy and developed into 
an insuperable obstacle to the reforms con- 
templated and inaugurated by the regent, 
who is the younger brother of the late em- 

is to say, her brother-in-law. | 

fact, almost every move that he made in 
che direction of western progress and en- | 
Rghtenment she opposed, and every abuse 
which he endeavored to reform she defended.

To illustrate the extent of her authority, she 
@eompletely monopolized. her nephew, the 
young 5 year old emperor, who has been 
@bliged to treat her as an adopted mother, 
with an amount of deference which he does 
mot accord to his father, the prince regent, 
nor to his real mother.

Although the prince ee endeavored, on 
hig being invested with his office, te abolish 
the entire army of eunucha, whe for centuries 
have constituted such an important feature 
of the court life at Peking, influencing the af- 
faire of state, the widowed empress not only 
reinforced their numbers, but moreover sur- 
rounded the young monarch with eunucha, 
one of whom, bearing the name of Chang-Te, 
who is the grand master of ber household, 


‘and chief dignitary of her court, actually 


sleeps in the same room with the tiny ruler, 
go as to prevent any one who does not enjoy 
the confidence of the empress, from having 
aceess to him at night. 

Chang-Te has been a species of prime min- 


} ieter of young Empress Lung-Fu, much in 


the same way as the grand eunuch, Li-Lien 

Ching, for nearly half a century Was the 
chief adviser and most influential confidant 
of the late doWeger empress, and the pum- 


‘per of eunuchs in the service of the court 


of Peking until within the last few weeks 
amounted to close upon 8,000, al) of them ab- 
sclutely devoted and completely subservient 
to the chief eunuch, Chang-Te, who in turn 
is at the beck and call of the empress. She 
and they have constituted the forces ef re- 
action, and it is upon them, rather than 
upon the prince regent, that must be placed 
all the blame for the crisis to the dynasty 
which was to all intents and purposes pre- 
dicted by his aunt, “Olé Buddha.“ 


~~ 

Whatever the fate of the little emperor, 
there is no doubt that the power of the 
young widowed empresa, and of her 
sands of attendant eunucha ts broken for 
all time. The prince regent, her other 
brothers-in-law, and the various princes of 
the dynasty, seve of whom have traveled 
in America, all regard, her as accountable 
for the present disasters, and their views 
are shared by most of the Manchu chief- 
tains. clansmen, and dignitaries. 

It is on the cards that the regent, with his 
sons, the elder of whom és the emperor, and 
with the other Manchu princes, will retire 
from Peking to Mukden, the ancient capital 
of Manchuria, and where the famous black 
stone, the mascot of the dynasty, is pre- 
served. It stands just before the chief gate of 
the imperial palace, guarded on either side by 
a seated figure of Gautama and surmounted 
by a typical Chinese roof. This étone is to the 
Manchurian race their national talisman, and 
not until it either disappears or is destroyed 
will the final doom of the dynasty, and of the 


nation, be considered to have been sealed. 


Perhaps the Manchurians may there in course 
of time recover their shattered prestige, and 
even, in years to come, their former rule over 
China proper. They are a warlike race and 
there is no knowing what they might be adie 
to do with the assistance of the Japanese. In 
that event, the influence of Japan over the 
thus reconstituted empire would be predomi- 
nant. On the other hand, the Japanese may 
find it more advantageous to transform Man- 
churia‘into a full fledged dependency of their 
own, treating the young emperor, the princes 


of his house, and the Manchurians much in 


the same way as they treated the unfortunate 
emporor of Korea, his dynasty, and his peo- 
ple. Whatever the outcome of the present 


revolution in China, the result will find the. 


Japanese more strongly established in Man- 
churia,; to the virtual exclusion of other for- 
eign nations. 
a — 
With regard to the future of China proper, 
it is a great mistake to scoff at the idea of a 
republic taking the place of the present mon- 
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| but decause the guild to which they 
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of its Manchu followers, would, in the opinion 
of the rebel leaders, in course of time bring 
about a restoraion of enn with prob- 
ably increased intensity. 

— 

The .revolutionists are bent upon doing 
away once and for all time with the.reign of 
the Manchus, whom they persist in regarding 
as unsympathetic aliens. They wish in its 
place a republic under the presidency of a 
statesman of the importance of Yuan-Shih- 
Kal, the most remarkable and powerful per- 
sonality in China, and not a Manfhu but e 
pure blooded Chinese of the province of 
Honan. He has been so frequently portrayed 
in print in these letters and by other writers 
during the last ten years that it is unneces- 
sary to do anything more than to remind my 
readers that it is not the first time that he has 
had supreme power within his grasp. Where- 
as in days gone by, however, he refused the 
opportunities offered him to actually secure 
possession of the throne, he has been since 
then so abominably treated by the reigning 
house as to not only kill all sentiments of 
loyalty within his breast but also to Gill his 
beart with the umost bitterness against the 


Gynasty. What he can accompish for good 


among hie countrymen is perhaps best 
shown by his extraordinary and well-nigh 
miraculous feat of practically.ending for all 
time the national consumption of opium; that 
is to say, the crushing of the national vice of 
a people of 400,000,000.

Should China, as expected by the most 
careful students of Chinese affairs—espe- 
ally by those whose acquaintance with 
Chine is based on actual residence within 
ber vast borders—desire to adopt a republican 
form of government under the presidency of 
Tuan-Shih-Kal, the latter will find the ma- 
chinery for the constitution of a great demo- 
cratic commonwealth already in existence: 
There are, first of all, the provinces, which 
always have been more or less autonomous. 
That le to say, they were allowed to govern 
themselves more or less in their own way, as 
long as they furnished the necessary amount 
of tribute, exacted through viceroys and 
through Manchu generals, by the imperial 
administration at Peking. All the provinces 
are divided into districts, which are under 
the autholty of district governors, and local 
councils, and then the towns and villages, 
with their mayors and aldermen, and with 
their headmen and village elders respectively. 

— 

In addition to these there are the great 
guilde of China, which are of three different 
classes. Thus, there are the craft guilds for 
each species of industry. Then there are the 
g0-ealled provincial guilds, which embrace 
landed proprietors, officials, etc. Finally. 


there are the mercantile guilds, which include 


@asociations not only for every kind of trade 
but also of professional men, such as, for m- 
stance, the guild of physicians, the guild of 
architects, the guild of lawyers, and, last but 
not least, the guild of eashiers ‘and bank 
clerks. The latter is one of the most remark- 
able in existence, and ite members are to be 
found in every foreign house of business not 
only in China but In all other countries of the 
orient, where the Chinese comprador, or 
cashier, is indispensable. 

It is not only because they are so efficient

In 
all the history of European and American 
trade in Asia there is but a single case on 
record of one of these Chinese cashiers hav- 
ing been guilty of fraud and embesziement, 
and im that instance the loss was at once 
made good to his employers by the gulid, 
which likewise undertook shis punishment, 
pursued him to his hiding place in the inter lor 
of China, and by means of the codperation 
of one of the great secret societies with which 
it is aMiliated subjected him to such a linger-

to all notions of aristocracy, of hereditary 
class privileges, to militarism, and the vari- 
ous other concomitant features of monarchy.

nounced themselves in favor of a republic, on 
the ground that a maintenance of the mon- 
archy, with the present Manchu dynasty, 
would mean a continuation of the intolerable 
conditions of government that brought about 
the present rebellion.

“An eminent American horticulturist, ” 
he said, “received an order to supply a 
large number of prune seediings within nine 
months. As eighteen months are required 
to raise prune seedlings, the task seemed 
impossible. However, he planted 20,000 al- 
mond seeds, which germinated and at the 
end of six months had grown so rapid'y 
that he was able to graft prune buds on to 
them and to deliver the prune seediings 
within the specified time.

The second season of the Chicago opera 
opens Wednescay evening with the first 
performance in operatic form of Saint-Catns 
“Samson et Dallla and while there is 
seemingly less curiosity on the part of the 
general public. as to the plans of the com- 
pany, the management gives out comfort- 
ing information as.to the advance sale. Last 
year the music lovers of Chicago pledged 
some $2.800 a performance to the support 
of an organization whose merits they were 
asked to take gn faith. This season the sub- 
scription was nearly doubled and indications 
are that the sale of single admissions will 
also exceed those of last year by 100 per 
cent. 

This optimistic computation is based on 
the cheering circumstance that for the first 
three performances the Auditorium is now 
so nearly sold out that many late comers 
are sure to be disappointed.

“Samson et Dalila” was not always pop- 
ular in Paris. Indeed that city patiently 
waited. thirteen years after its fe niere 
in Wetmar in 1877 before its public had an 
opportunity to become enthusiastic over it. - 
This approval. it is interesting to note. was 
provoked as much by the stately but stormy 
arst act, with Its scene of battle and slaugh- 
ter, and ite oratoriclike treatment of chorus 
and recitative, as by the passionate and 
voluptuous music of the second act Which 
witnes#es the hero’s betrayal by Delilah. The 
less widely known music of the third act, 
which depicts a Philistine revel in vivid orien- 
tal rhythms and tonalities, achieves a climax 
in the opera which is impossible in concert 
form. 

As in many of his works Saint-Gatng has 
contrived to introduce something of every 
musical epoch. The solidity of the choral

Even the man who estimates grand opera 
in the names he knows will have to admit the 
distinction of these offerings, and for the 
more sophisticated patron they require no 
commendation.

With her wag 
Charles Dalmores, robust in his passionate 
attachment for the ominous Spanish jade.“

fs worthy of being reread: Some of the 
fashionables were known to the curious 
throng that lined the sidewalks. and exclama- 
tions of surprise and acmiration punctuated 
the flow of the motor cars.

Satire is ever virtue’s friead, and so burlesque sbould always 
he a helpful associate of the drama: Perhaps d more sedate 
© mmentator would find the new travesty at the American Musi¢ 
hall a “debasement of the dramatic currency,” since it assumes 
toward one of our recent traditions— The Littlest Rebel 
frivoious and irreverent attitude. The solemn blue and grap 
heroics of the lusty Farnums and the garish patriotism of Me 
Edward Peple are rather fliply impaied upon the darts of Ma. 
Edgar Smith, our local Aristophanes (no remarks about bur 
lesque are complete without a reference to Aristophanes) and 
the popular falseness of that prosperous performance is pretty 
well exposed by the lines and t:@ acting. It suffers consider- 
ably from a lack of fundamental idea—it kids rather than 
criticises, and its value as a sanitary influence on theatrical bua 
combe is thus lessened. It lacks mimicry—for which I confess a 
impious admiration—and its mission seems to be do make the 
audiences laugh at it instead of at the subject of its atire. 
But it is quick and smart—and coarse at times. About half 


. of its snappy items entirely elude the matter of fact audiences, 


some portions of which, I fear, are offended, by its amiable 
sneers at their favorite theatrical exhibition. Mr. Taylor's 
“Line O' Type or Two” vouchsafes the superfluous informa- 
tion that all theatergoers are critics of the drama, and that, 
therefore, the dramatic critic is the most despised of men. 80 
I was not surprised to see many persons of serious visage leave 
the American Music hall the other evening in the midst of The 
Big Littlest Rebel, because I felt that they were displeased 
with the funny criticism of something that they knew was 
beyond criticism. Of course there were tasteless offenses—

Good Mimicry by Mr. De Haven. 

One bit of unintentional criticism is to be observed at the 
American. When The Littlest Rebel” was current at the 
Chicago Opera house much profound apprecittion was ex- 
pressed here and elsewhere of the acting by Mr. William B. Mack 
of the part of Gen. Grant. Mr. Mack is a thoughtful, studious 
player of “character” roles; be is engaged usually to repre 
sent some baffling personality utterly beyond the ability of thé 
average actor; and he always succeeds in so doing.

The others are fly and fast, 
and the sophisticated person with a sense of humor may get 
amusement from their efforts.

The more innocent the lady, the more excitement, 
And when the lady is exposed by ingenious fate the excitement 
becomes agitation. Mrs. Clayton in “As a Man Thinka” 6 
chaste, but restless because Mr. Clayton, a millionaire journalist, 
seeks knowledge of life in the unconventional channels infested 
by gay models named Mimi—Mimis, who pose aa Europa and 
ride sleek black bulls at the ball of the Quat’z Arts. The name 
Mimi, by the way, is a platitude inexcusable in a work by Mr.

Meantime there are also fascinating undercurrents of % 
mance and intrigue—and the daughter of the Jew falls in love 
with and marries a graceful gentile who is expert in friezes, and 
who when he says “I love you” runs the chromatic scale. As 
always, the Jew is grieved but resigned. He accepts this intimate _ 
cataclysm without a tremor, thongh he helieves that when a * 
daughter of Israel marries a gentile the religious welfare of the 
world suffers a loss.

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The awards this year arouse mixed emo- 
tions. Almost everybedy is happy over the 
first prize. Louis Betts’ portrait of Mr 
Hutchinson. being out of the running, Daniel 
‘gurcber’s “ Towering Trees stands out as 
the other most important claimant for hcnors 
re origina] and fortunate composition, its 
decorative patterning of blue-green vine 
‘eaves clinging to tall tree trunks against the 
dim blue distance of river, bank, and sky, ts 
richness of summer color and freshness of 
feelin —in short, its sheer beauty of subject 
and style—make it worthy of high praise. 

Mr. Garber is very young to be a first prize 
man. Though a resident of Philadelphia he 
comes from the west, having studied first at 
the Cincinnati academy; and it is only six 
years since he won the Cresson scholarship 
in the Philadelphia school. In 1900 he re- 
ceived the first Hallgarten prize at the 
National academy exhibition, and in the 
Pittsburgh show of 1910 an honorable men- 
tion for his large “ Hills of Byram,” one of 
the freshest, most American, and most en- 
chanting landscapes to be seen in many a 
year.

. forth a sound so shrill asac- Sands Freak 
tually to resemble a hoot. ture 
Put into a bag and violently of Na 
shaken, the sand emits a noise strangely 
like the bark of a dog. Similar are those 
curious moving sands that continually travel 
hither and thither over the ‘vast plain of 
clay. Their movements are induced by the 
winds, and when a strong breeze is blowing 
the particles of which they are composed 
give out an audible humming or singing. 
Under the microscope these sands show an 
almost perfectly spherical form, so that they 
roll on each other at the slightest impulse, 
@ circumstance that also accounts for the 
rapidity with which the sands travel over 
the desert. One theory advanced with re- 
spect to the singing of these sands is that 
it is due to an exceedingly thin film of gas 
that covers the s. Gathered and re- 
moved from the desert, the sands lose their 
vocal properties. Another curiosity of the 
same category is the singing shell to be found 
in the seas around the island of Ceylon. In 
the Tamil language it is known as the oorle 
eooleeroo cradoo,” this peculiar name being 
an attempt to imitate the sound.

Some interesting examples of Indian in- 
@enuity are afforded on the River Skeena 
and its tributaries in no 
Indians British Columbia. Thess 
Build Unique waterways in their upper 
Brid ze. reaches flow swiftly and for 
the most part through deep 
ravines. As it is imposible for the Indians 
to cross them by means of canoes, they have 
gesorted to bridging. Their bridges are in- 
teresting structures from the engineering 
point of view, inasmuch as the cantilever 
principle is adopted. A bridge of this design 
@pans the Bulkeley river where it is about 
120 feet wide, and the height from the bridge 
to water level is about 80 feet. It is built 
eof wooden logs, the legs of the structure 
being formed of single stout logs -varying 
from 60 to 80 feet in length. The task of 
lowering them into position must have de- 
manded considerable ingenuity on the part 
of the buidlers. They are buried about 15 
feet at their lower ends and anchored by the 
superimposition of masses of large rocks 
rolled and carried to the site. The longitudi- 
mal members of the shore spans are similar- 
ly buried in the ground aud lashed the 
ends of the diagonal legs. These ma m- 
bers, rorresponding to deck girders, are 
about 120 feet in length, and to either end 
the A members of the superstructure are 
lashed. Elaborate cross bracing is resorted 
to in order to secure greater strength. When 
the bridge was first erected the different 
members were simply secured together by 
willow thongs, but when the British Colum- 
bian government erected a more substanti@)

Good Habits Are Money Makers, 


ABIT ferming is the greatest labor 
saving device in the human economy. 
) Consciously or unconsciously all of 
us are constantly forming habit 
* habits of work, of play, of amuse- 
ment, of study. Many of these habits—most 
of them, in fact—are bad; that is, they 
tend to impair the efficiency of the human 
machine. That is because we do not attempt 
to govern them, but permit them to govern 
us. The formation and maintenance of cor- 
rect habits are largely within the control of 
the individual. The secret lies in the mutual 
development of the mind and the nervous sy8- 
tem and their codrdinate action. To accom- 
plish this is not so difficult as it would seem. 
It simply means the devotion of some thought 
to the discovery of the quickest, easiest, and 
most effective way of doing a thing, and 
then forming the habit of doing it that way, 
ao that we do it without conscious effort or 
attention. | 
These are largely the ideas of Prot. Walter 
D. Scott of Northwestern univereity, who 
hes recently written an interesting book on 
the psychology of habit. The writer talked 
with Prof. Scott at length on the question of 
habit. 


Hi Efficien 0 r Need. 

It is High Effic sad Gia problem 'to all 
of us, in this progressive age of keen com- 
petition, to realize our highest efficiency; 
to make every effort tell. The artist as wen 
as the artisan; the housewife as well as the 
stenographer or clerk, can benefit immeas- 
urably by a judicious application to correct 
habit forming. 

Groping for a lead into this subject, 
the writer asked Prof. Scott the seemingly 
irrevelant question, Why do women per- 
sistently get off a street car facing the 
rear? ‘ 

Habit, I should say; habit, and early 
training,“ answered the professor, though 
I have not devoted much attention to the 
solution of that particular problem. But 
from childhood women are taught that it 
isn’t ladylike to indulge in that freedom 
of movement that characterizes the male 

,animal, and naturally have not learned the 
simplest and easiest and safest way of get- 
ting about. But with a little study and ap- 
plication they could correct these wrong 
methods, to their great benefit.” 

Into little everyday matters like this, habit 
forming can be studied with profit. The busy 
housewife could materially lessen her labors 
and conserve her energies and increase her 
happiness by devoting a little thought to 
learning how to do things with the least ef- 
fort. She might take a lesson from the brick- 
layers, who, under the direction of Mr. Frank 
Gilbreth, an expert in the building tfades, 
have reduced the number of “ motions” in 
the laying of a brick from eighteen to five, 
thus more than tripling the bricklayer's out- 
put, minimizing his exertions, and increas- 
ing his wages.

duced. There may bela little resistance, un- 
tonsciously given, at first, but if the new 
order is persisted m a short while, it will be- 
come a habit,“ and the easiest, quickest, 
and most effective way will become the 
habitual way. 

The saving of time by becoming habituated 
to correct methods is enormous. As Prof. 
Scott points out, all habitual acts are per- 
formed much more rapidly than those re- 
quiring specific attention. He cites the fa- 
miliar example of reciting the alphabet in the 
regular order, and then repeating it back- 
ward. To the first way almost every one is 
habituated and the telling takes but a few 
seconds, while with most people saying the 
alphabet backwards requires a careful fo- 
cusing of the attention, and much more 
time. It is the same way with operating a 
typewriter. At first the operator must focus 
his attention upon the letters and pick them 
out one by one, but as he becomes familiar 
with the keyboard he pays scarcely any at- 
tention to the letters, but presses the keys 
rapidly and unerringly. He has become 
habituated to the task, and it is all but un- 
consciously performed. Habit economizes 
effort by relieving the attention from the 
consideration of details. After a little while 
the process of doing habitual tasks becomes 
almost automatic—in the nature of refiex 
action. And it takes surprisingly little time 
to acquire a new habit, especially if it is a 
simpler and more effective way of “ doing 
things than the old, haphazard way. It le 
well. worth the study and exertion given it.

High Schools Help Trades, 

Do not high schools keep large numbers 
of boys out of useful mechanical trades?” 
asks Mr. Claxton. 

“No. As now conducted, high schools are 

elping boys into trades. We are getting 

way from the classical method of education 
and are establishing manual training schools, 
and in some places schools of agriculture. We 
“are following Pestaloszi, the Swiss founder 
of a new school, whose purpose was to train 
the whole man. A half century ago men 
worked either with their hands or brains. 
Lawyers, preachers. physicians. editors, 
book writers, and statesmen educated their 
sons. They all talked for a living in one way 
another. Doctors had to talk with the 
rest, because medicine then was so unscien- 
tific that conversation was thought to be ef- 
ficacious in the sick room. 

It was believed that Greek, Latin, and the 
classics developed the graces of ordtory and 
familiar discourse. So they were taught at 
our colleges, academies, and high schools. 
An educated person was not supposed to work 
at anything that would soil his shirt or collar. 

“Today the national conception goes the 
other way. A carpenter nalling shingles on 
a house is performing a public function. The 
farmer is helping to clothe and feed the coun- 
try. The merchant is bringing the producer 
and consumer together, and therefore is a 
benefactor.

Make Advertising Different. 

“Trade is certain to be beiter during the 
holiday season than at any other séason of 
the year, he said, but the progressive 
merchant is not content with simply taking 
the dusiness that comes to him, without 
making any special effort to increase his 
trade. The secret of success in holiday trade 
is proper and effective advertising. 

“ Christmas advertising, to be most effect- 
ive, should be along entirely different lines 
than the ordinary run of ‘ads’ that are 
carried from day to day during the other 
eleven months of the year. It must be more 
than a mere statement of facts regarding 
goods and prices. It must be distinctive and 
breathe of the holiday spirit. Sentiment is 
the keynote of the Yuletide season; and for 
that reason, if for no other, advertisements 
should express sentiment. Instead of a cold 
presentation of facts, holiday ads can be 
made doubi} interesting and attractive it the 


“gift itema are described with a little mere 


heart appealing or poetic sentiment. 

** Bnstead of running advertisements which 
contain bare lists of gifts suitable for men,’ 
for women, ‘for children,’ without stating 
the prices of other details, the up to date 
dealer makes it a point to emphasise the 
price feature. Many prospective purchasers 
have gone to some other store during the 
rush of Christmas buying rather than elbow 
bis or her way through the surging crowd 
around a certain counter to ask the price of 
an article. Advertisements that do not tell 
anything ate worthless.

Holiday Season Opens Nov. 27. 

“The week following Thanksgiving is gen- 
érally accepted as the time for retall dealers 
te commence their holiday advertising cam- 
paigns and to display prominently the lines 
of goods that especially appeal to gift pur- 
chasers. But I have decided to do differently 
thie year, owing to the fact that Thanksgiv- 
ing comes fully a week later than it ord- 
marily does. My full line of holiday goods 
will be on display the week beginning Nov 
27. Many gift articles are on sale now, but I 
figure that the season will be in full swing 
by Thanksgiving week. 

“It requires considerable planning several 

weeks in adwance to have th“ average retail 
store in readiness for the holiday trade sea- 
son. Every possible detail should be ar 
ranged for, because there will be no time for 
such things after the rush begins. All suc-

Conveniences for Shoppers. 


It is impossible for any store to have

Holiday shoppers cannot be blamed for oc- 
casionally losing their tempers, after being 
jostled and pushed around all day, so any- 
thing that will serve to keep them in good 
humor is desirable. I have found that a 
series of humorous placarés, hung conspio- 


uously in various parts of the store, go a 


long way toward keeping crowds god 
matured. It's Iittie things like that which 
the successful merchant must look out for. 

“One of my ¢émpetitors inaugufated the 
new feature last year of providing a lounging 


room for men, where they could meet their © 


wives, relatives, and friends by appoint- 
ment. Such a place is especially desirable 
at holiday time, when stores are so crowded 


that it is almost possible to keep an ap- 


pointment at ordinary meeting places. Smok - 
ing was permitted in the men's room, and 
naturally that proved a great inductment to 
the male shoppers to go to that particular 
store. ö 

The congestion is always greatest during 
the middle of the‘day and afternoons, and it 
is the problem of mést merchants during the 
Christmas trading season to devise a way of 
getting shoppers toe do their buying early in 
the day or late in the evening, provided the 
store keeps open after 6 o'clock. One of the 
most successful plans is to advertise specially 
reduced price merchandise for the early 
morning hours and also for the evening. If 
the prices are made sufficiently attraetive 
they are certain to be an effective means of 
éividing the crowds.

Hints for Retailers. 

Here are some little hints that dealers 
generally will find to be of value during the 
Christmas shopping days: 

“Try the plan of requesting customers, in 
the regular newspaper advertiseme@ts, to re- 
frain as far as possible from having mer- 
chatidise sent out C. O. D. during the rusb 
season. 

A better impression can be made in holl- 
day advertising if an entirely different style 
is used than has prevailed during the rest 
of the year. 


“One way to help eliminate congestion is 


to provide for the checking of baby carriages, 
market baskets, parcels, wraps, and um- 
brellas. This isa convenience that shoppers 
will appreciate, even though the service is 
not maintained during the entire year. 


“If salespeople are provided with printed 


slips showing the times during the day that 
deliveries are to be made it will prove an ad- 
vantage in many ways. 

„The arrival of Santa Claus at @ local rail- 
way station and escorting him in state to the 
store probably always will be a good drawing 
card. 

“ One of the most important precautions to 
consider is provision against the possibility of 
fire. All gaslights should be well screened 
and otherwise protected. Paper and rubbish 
should not be allowed to aecumulate in stock- 
rooms or elsewhere, and a dafly inspection 
should be made of the building, from cellar 


up.“

EIN may soon eat yeast as a food if 
te high cost of Hving continues. 

‘v..% Breweries produce thousands of tons 
of yeast every year, and most of this 

is wasted. If yeast could be made a 

staple food product the brewers would be 


much gratified, and the people, it is claimed, 
would have a cheap and effective meat sub- 


contains about two and one-half times ae 


much protein as beef, with a fuel value more 


than three times as great. Dogs fed with 
quantities of yeast have seemed to thrive, 
and were able to assimilate more than 87 per 
cent of the nitrogen. Human experimenters 
have also tried substituting dry yeast for 
their meat ration, using two-thirds of an 
ounce dry yeast powder a day for several 
weeks without unfavorable results.

New Way of Making Money. 


By IRWIN ELLIS. 


CIENTIFIC management of public 
utility corporations its, in @ way, to 
be mentioned among the newer meth- 
ode of money making. Until the last 
few years the necessity of expert man- 
agement was overlooked in a large number of 
such plants, especially in the smalier cities. 
Ges and electric light plants and other simi- 
lar enterprises were usually founded by local 
capitalists. These men had made money in 
dry goods or some other line of business whol- 
ly unassociated with the public utility serv- 


‘fee. Public spirit or an idea that money was 


to be made by supplying a public need would 
set these business men to organizing. They 
knew nothing about electric lighting and 
they did not think it necessary to know a 
great deal. They hired some electrician to 
run the plant and thought they had equipment 
enough. 

But in many cases the new plant lost money. 
There was a need for its service, but deapite 
thie it continued to lose. The reason, of 
course, was that the men who were conduct- 
ing it did not know anything about that sort 
of business. 


This situation was overlooked for several 
years by the engineering and commercial 
schools and for some time it was difficult to 
find at any price mer capable to take hold 
of such enterprises and make them pay. But 
young men having both the engineering and 
the commercial ability necessary for such 
work began to see the opportunities. They 
stepped in at a time when the business men 
who hed founded the companies were becom- 
ing disgusted. As a result many a young 
man has secured for himself a splendid post- 
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tion in charge of some such plant, By know- 
ing the business he expected to run he was 
able to make a much better showing than 
had deen possible under former conditions. 
This being the fact, his work was appre- 
Clated and his salary increased proportion- 
ately. There is now a big demand for such 
men. : 

Another development of this same situa- 
tion is the expert central company owning 
dozens of plants in widely separated munici- 
palities. This is a recent feature of the pub- 
Hc utility situation. Every day now, how- 
ever, one reads of some plant or other being 
purchased by a big central organization, 
Bome of these central organizations contro! 
electric plants, gas plants, street railways, 
telephone companies, and interurban roads. 
Such a company, for instance, is H. M. 
Byllesby & Co. of Chicago, which owns and 
operates plants of one kind or another in se- 
enteen western and southern states. 

The theory on which the larger companies 
are organized is that they can afford to pay 
such salaries as will attract expert engineers 
and managers. The work of these is effective 
in the management of all the plants. Men 
are constant’: on the road studying local 
conditions and making reports. Advertising 
matter is worked out for use by all the local 
units.. The commercial end of the business 
is also pushed with a higher degree of ski! 
than was cuetomary with the single plants 
under their old management. The public {s 
educated to the use of a utility, as, for tn- 
stance, the electric iron. Such up to date 
methods, to illustrate, increased the number 
of users of electricity in Oklahoma, City in 
1909 50 per cent and of gas users 35 per cent.

Rules for Business Girl. 

I came to Chicago nineteen years ago 
from a smaller city, and as a stenographer 
have had varied experiences and witnessed 
many more. 

To the beginner I would suggest several 
rules to follow if she wishes to keep em- 
ployed and not often be looking for a posi- 
tion 5 

Rule 1. There is no position made to 


order.“ All have disappointments and petty 
annoyances, so the girl had better make the 
best of affairs, for after she has lost her 
position she will know her trials were but 
mere trifies. ’ 

Rule 2. Leave your temper at home when 
you enter the business world. Remember 
that your superior officers have far more to 
worry them than you have to worry you. 
If your employer shows that he has a shat- 
tered nervous system remember that it is 
the price he has paid for being successful 
in the business world, und that it is his In- 
tellect that is keeping his office force fed. 

Rule 8. Accept the first position that offers 
@ living salary. Do not waste time and 
money during long weeks looking for a bet- 
ter one. For many have been forced when 
their money was gone to take anything they 
could get: . 

Rule 4. No firm wants a person who is 
out of employment. They are afraid that 
inefficiency is at the bottom of the girl's 
idleness. 

Rule 5. Work into a better position. It 
will come to you unsought, for if your em- 
ployer shows that your work is satisfactory, 
some other firm will want you and try to 
get you for themselves. Thus, little by lit- 
tle, you will rise in salary and shorter hours. 
Say honorably if you think you are worth 
more than your present salary, and you will 
get your just dues in time from your em- 
ployer or some other. 

Rule 6 Dress quietly and do not have too 
much fuzsy hair swaying under the tired 
eyes of your dictator. 

Rule 7. Keep your mind on your em ploy- 
er's work. He is,paying you for your 
thoughts as well as your time. Forget your- 
self and your own affairs during business 
hours. 

Rule & Talk le a lady and act like one. 
Too many girls are continually on a 
strike and talk loud and rough. Sooner 
or later they are left out everywhere. 

Rule 9. As to boarding places for seif- 
supporting girls, there are several. ideal 
large homes or girls’ hotels open, where 
the cost is nominal and the comforts great.

Rule 10. Show honor of the highest kind 
to every one in your every dealing and your

The in- 
vitations for the afternoon tea are issued at 
least two weeks in advance of the time set 
for the entertainment.. The inscription on 
the large white card of bristol board reads 
as follows:

Wednesday afternoon, November tenth, 
from four until seven o'clock 
Twenty Elm Terrace.

When Mrs. Smith introduces a second 
daughter to society by means of an afternoon 
tea her cards follow the form of the one 
above, but have the full name of the second 
daughter, Migs Marjorie Louise Smith.“ 
engraved immediately below that of her elder 
sister, or the elder sister's name is left off en- 
tirely and that of the younger daughter ap- 
pears in full directly below her mother’s. 

No written declination or acceptance is 
necessary on receipt of an afternoon tea card. 
The invited guest accepts by attending the 
affair. If it is impossible to put in an appear - 
ance at the hour signified in the invitation, 
the proper course is to send two visiting 
cards, one for the hostess and one for the 
daughter, in an envelope, so that it will reach 
the hostess, if possible, while the tea is in 
progress.

trifling detail, it is more gracious, and shows 
a knowledge of good form, if the daughter is 
introduced to her mother’s friends, rather 
than that they should be presented to her. 

A “coming out” party is a trying ordeal, 
but if the debutante can prevent her lle 
from becoming set and her manner m ° 
ical she will impress many in her favor. She 
should pronounce the name of each person 
distinctly and with a gracious inflection of 
the voice when presented, and not make too 
great a difference in greeting her old friends 
from her new acquaintances. 

It is a pretty custom today for a debutante 
to ask several girl friends to assist in re- 
ceiving and entertaining the guests. 
of course, arrive before the hour appointed 
in the invitations. If they have about th 
same set of acquaintances they will know 
many of the guests, but if they do not know 
them by name they are privileged to speak 
to any one, for they are representing the 
hostess. It is their particular duty to single 
out for attention any who may seem shy and 
unacquainted with those present. 

The tea is often followed by a little dinner, 
given to the young women who have helped 
to receive the guests and to other particular 
friends of the debutante. She is now formal- 
ly “out,” and invitations probably follow. 

Upon a debutante should devolve the duty 
of keeping the account of reception days. 
seeing that cards are sent, noting any change 
of residence in the address book, writing 
notes of invitation, acceptance, or regret. 
On receiving days her mother frequently 
alfows her the privilege of dispensing the tea 
or offering it, and in all entertaining she is 
her mother’s assistant.

In nearly every case these collars and revers

They are adjusted to the 
garment with a series of impressione which 
hold the collar and revers firmly in piace, 
and it is probably the ease with which one 
cam make a change of trimming that makes 
the wearing of anything soiled about the neck 
almost unseen in Paris. 

This tame fashion of adjustment is carried 
out also in the matter of white ratine under- 
skirts, which are considered particulerly chic 
with dark blue or gun metal gowns. Except 
at the sides, these underskirts are not more 
than three inches wide, being little more than 
a broad line of white at the extreme edge of 
the skirt To be attractive, however, this 
should be absolutely spotiess, and so there 
are now to be had at most of th: dressmakers 
and in some of the shops these shallow little 
skirts, ail arranged with impressions put 
closely together, which may be slipped under 
any tailor skirt in 2 few n time. 


Ermine of Next 3 

Next in importance to ratine as a trimming 
comes ermine, which, although many times 
more costly, is no more fashionable In fact, 
the majority of well dressed women eschew 
this fur except for quite elaborate toilets, but 
upon these it is being used and in profusion. 
Black velvet and ermine form the smart aft- 
ernoon costume of the season and the models 
te be found of this combination are numerous 
end most of them are attractive. 

Perhaps the best is one of Callot's, which 
made its first appearance at the races. It 
differs from most of the models inesmuch as 
it is neither a skirt ané e coat nor the usual 
short waisted frock. As a matter of fact, 
there were several of the tame model which 
were quite alike except for some small details,

As the season ecvances it is apparent that 
satin is by no meane to be discarded for 
heavier materials. Satin costumes trimmed 
with fur ere just es much in favor as are 
those of velvet, and satin gowns to be worn 
under long cloaks are the most popular of 
any for afternoon use. On satin suite fur 
bands nearly always trim the skirts, and 
these are put on.in single wide ones or sev- 
eral narrow ones, according to taste. Some 
of the latter are arranged in shallow scallops 
and are pretty, especially as with these the 
collar which trims the coat and the revers 
also are scalloped to match,

cut to fit or be made from a true bias strip. 
If the skirt does not widen too much at the 
foot it can be hemmed. In laying a hem it 
is better to fold in any little plaits necessary 
to make it fit before making the second turn- 
ing. Ttere will be no pointed pigces in the 
hem if done this way. 

French seams are the quickest and neatest 
finish for blouses of most materials. If the 
fastening is to be by buttons, do the turning 
of the hems one-quarter of an inch outside 
of the seam line for a hem one-half inch wide 
or one-half inch beyond for an inch wide hem. 

After the seams have been finished the 
opening should be attended to. 

If a standing collar {s to finish the neck it 
should be finished, except for sewing on of 
hooks and eyes, before setting on to the dress. 
If the materials are light, the French seam 
will be good. Pin the collar to the neck of 
the blouse at the ends and in the midide, 
then baste, holding the blouse next to you. 

One word about the fastening of the blouse. 
If hooks and eyes are to be used, buy thoss 
which come riveted to tape, all ready for sew- 
ing on. One-half yard will be enough, and 
they are easily stitched in place. Turn the 
edges of the blouse back og the seam line

Let work reset on the table ae nruch as pos- 
sible, and learn to handle lightly and as little 
as possible. Too much pressing takes the 
life out of some things, but if materials be- 
come mussed in any way press them emooth- 
ly before trying to work with them. On 
woolen materials keep parte pressed well as 
you work. For instance, after the long 
Seams are finished they should be well 
Pressed, else it would be impossible to get 
the true length. Then, too, it makes the 
final pressing easier. 

The placket and band should next receive 
attention. Sometimes a so-called wash” 
placket is used, and this is the easiest finish 
there 18. 

It is a straight strip, long enough to start 
at one end, run down to the end of the 

lacket, and up to the top on the opposite 
side. It is stitched in a seam on the wrong 
side, then the other edge is hemmed down 
over the seam. One placket on the right side 
of the skirt is turned back toward the skirt 
and males the faced hem, while on the left 
side it is allowed to stand out from the skirt, 
making the extension hem. 

Another way is to clip the seam edge at the 
left of the opening back to the stitching and 
finish the raw edge with binding ribbon. 
Baste a strip of Prussian binding down the 
wrong side so that the middle of the binding 
comes on the line where the stitching would 
have been if the seam had been stitched. 
Putting the skirt in the machine with the 
opening right side up, stitch down the length 
of the opening right on the seam line. This 


are sewed to thie side, putting the ends of the 
hooks one-eighth of an inch in from the edge 
Measure the band long enough to cover the 
extension part of the placket and to provide 
for turning in at both ends. Turn the enda in 
the allowed amount, pin one end to the ex- 
tension part, then measure to the middle of 
the belt and pin to the middle of the skirt. 
Holding the skirt next to you, pin skirt and 
band together at intervals, allowing a little 
ease if possible in pinning on the sides. The 
belt is stitched in a seam on the wrong side, 
the opposite side of the belt is basted down 
over the seam and the hemming down, done 
by hand. 

The placket length, measuring from the 
natural waist line, should be eleven or twelve 
inches. 

It is a good plan to put the hooks and eyes 
on the band and placket before trying to get 
the length. ‘

NLESS all the signs fail and a good 
deal of what looks like competent 
evidence is overturned a lost Bellini 
painting has just been found in Chi- 

cago, sold to an auction company for the 

usual song, and discovered there among the 
discards by a man who bought it because it 
seemed an antique. When the soiled canvas 
was cleaned the signature G. Bellini“ was 
found. It is now in the possession of Alex- 
ander H. Revell, who found it. 

There are these points favoring the belief 
that the picture is genuine: 

Bellini painted such a picture between 1501 

and 1504. 

The original has been lost. . 
All the authorities mention the missing 

Bellini, and its subject corresponds to the Chi- 

o find.“ 

The Revell picture appears to be typical 
of the Bellini school. 

It is evidently very old. The original 
canvas is thin and worn and has been re- 
mounted on a second backing. 


Mystery of Find Impenetrable. 

Just how a painting which bore even the re- 
mote tokens of being the work of the great 
Venetian master came to be knocking about 
auction rooms and garrets in a place as re- 
mote from its home as Chicago is naturally 
one of the mysteries connected with the find 
and in the same degree one of the circum- 
stances casting insistent doubt on the an- 
thenticity of the picture. The Chicago history 
of the picture, as far as it may be determined, 
appears to be about as follows: 

An Italian artist of the name J. Calafano 
had the picture with a number of others in 
his studio on the Chicago west side. Where 
he got it is not known. There are, however, 
the usual stories. One is that an Italian 
artist smuggled it out of Italy and to America, 
where he died before sufficient time elapsed 
to make it safe to seek a buyer for the stolen 
masterpiece. It is suppesed that Calafano 
got it along with other pictures left by 
the other artist. The other story is that the 
picture was carelessly discarded from the 
Logan collection, and that Calafano picked 
it up without knowing what it was. 

However, the story of the picture from this 
point is clear. The artist borrowed money 
ok a Wabash avenue jeweler and picture 
dealer, giving as security a mortgage on a 
number of paintings, among them the Revell 
picture. He was unable to pay and the fore- 
closure -took the supposed Bellini to the 
jeweler’s store room, where it remained for 
some time. Within a few weeks it was of- 
fered for sale at auction with a lot of other 
smaller pictures for the purpose, the jeweler 
said, of “getting rid of a lot of this stuff.” 
The picture was bought in by a Wabash ave- 
nue auction concern dealing in household 
goods and art objects. Still no hint of the 


‘possible value of the picture appears to have 


been given. It was turned with its face to the 
wall in an obscure corner of the auction room 


and left there. 
* + 


Price Paid Not Revealed. 

Mr. Revell happened into the anction place 
one day in quest of nothing in particular and 
began turning over the pictures. He saw the 
supposed Bellini and was struck with its 
coloring and evident age.

Dictionary Records Lost Painting. 

In support of the fact that Bellini painted 
such a pictore the following extract from 
“ Bryan's Dictionary of Painters and En- 
gra vers (Macmillan Co.) may be given: 
„Between 1501 and 1504 he was engaged 

in painting for Isabella d'Este a small panel, 
now lost. representing the adoration’ of the 
Child by the virgin and various saints.” 
Again there is doubt here: Toe supposed 


Bellini represents the new born Christchild 
in the arms of the adoring virgin. At her left 
is an old male figure, probably Joseph. On 
their knees before the virgin and child are 
three figures, probably the three wise men 
from the east. Various cherubim complete 


the figures.

Painter in Shadow of Prison. 

Whether this picture may be accepted as 
the one described by Bryan remains open to 
doubt. 

For further évidence on this point the fol- 
lowing extract from “ Masterpieces in Color,” 
T. Leman Hare F. A. Brakes & ar is re- 
produced : 

“One incident that is not. without its in- 
structive side in this connection is recorded 
in the year 1501, when Isabella, Duchess-of 
Mantua, send her agent in Venice to Bellini 
to arrange with him to paint a secular sub- 
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ject. The old painter, now in the neichbor- 
hood of his seventieth year, accepted money 
on account, and then turned his thoughts to 
other things. The agent worried him from 
time to time, with little effect, and wrote 
despairing letters to the duchess to convey 
Bellini’s various excuses. Not until 1504, 
when the duchess was proposing to take legal 
action, was the picture finished, and then it 
does not seem to have been what was re- 


quired. At the same time it must have been 


a work of great merit, because a year later 
we find the duchess commissioning another 
picture, and asking for a secular subject, 
which the old painter, after much hesitation, 
refused to paint. 

“ Happily Isabella d’Este was not only a 


voluminous letter writer, but her correspond- 


ence has been preserved, and some forty 
letters were written in connection with the 
Bellini picture by the lady whom Cardinal 


s ‘ * * 


Bembo called the wisest and most fortunate 


of women, and of whom a poet wrote, At 
the sound of her name the muses rise and do 
reverence.’ 

“She had seen Bellini’s work and had ad- 
mired it in Venice before she asked a friend, 
one Signor Vianello, to secure a picture for 
her camerino. At first the old painter raised 
objections, says Vianello. ‘I am busy work- 
ing for the Signory in the palace,’ he said. 
‘and I cannot leave my work from early 
morning until after dinner.“ Then be asked 
for 150 ducats, and said he would take time; 
then he came down to 100 ducats and ac- 
cepted 25 on account. Then, as has been ex- 
plained, he declared that he could not under- 
take the class of subject that the duchess 
wanted, and Isabella wrote to say that she 
would accept anything antique that had a fine 
meaning.

Bellini has gone to his country villa and 
cannot be reached, and the correspondence 
and the years pass until at last the duchess 
gets quite cross and writes, ‘ We can no long- 
er endure the villainy of Giovanni Bellini,’ 
and goes on to instruct her agent to make 
application to the doze, Leonardo Loreda no. 
the one whose portrait, painted by Giovanni 
Bellini, is in our national gallery, to commit 
the old painter for fraud. To this action 
Bellini responds by showing Vianello that he 
has a ‘Nativity’ three parts finished, and 
after a time he sends it to the duchess, to- 
gether with a very humble letter of apology 
that the lady is good enough to accept. She 
even writes, Your “ Nativity” is as dear to 
us as any picture we possess.’”

Revell Painting The Nativity. 


It appears at least possible that this latter 
picture, “ The Nativity,” may be the Revell 
painting. In the ‘first place it is of the size 
that was popular for the camerino. Again, 
it is a nativity painting. Whether Bryan 
might not have confused the two pictures re- 
mains to be shown. It is, however, im- 
material, since both the paintings over which 
the Duchess of Mantua (Isabella d’Este) did 
such prodigies of letter writing are now miss- 
ing. 

The romance of the thing may appeal more 
generally than any other angle of this 
picture’s story, 

First we have the old and weary Bellini 
living up to the artistic ideal of poverty, too 
lassitudinous to finish the picture for whith 

be has already accepted money, and being 
forced finally to finish it for fear of the doge’s 
prison. With its delivery to the Mantuan 
court it is lost sight of, huried and out of 
mind for centuries. All the world is let know 
is that there was or is somewhere such a 
painting. 

If it shall be finally shown that the paint- 
ing is genuine the romantic story has here 
just begun. The artist who is supposed to 
have smuggled it to this country, only to die 
before his theft can be converted to gain; the 
other artist who had it in his studio for years 
without dreaming of its value, only to lose it 
through the same sort of financial tangle that 
nearly sent Bellini to prison; the man who 
got it by foreclosure, and the auction com- 
pany which turned its face to the dusty wal! 
all these are touched and colored with the 
wonder of the whole. And, then, all the cen- 
turies it has been missing. What romances do 
do they conceal? 

What the picture may be worth in money if 
it turns out to be an original Bellini is 
another problem. It is not a large painting, 
measuring only about four by two feet, and 
ean thus hardly be one of the most important 
canvases of the master. Even so, its value, 
if genuine, probably is enormous. But who 


shall say with authority that it is not a 


copy? Here, after all, is the nub of it all.

OMING as I do from a country where 
rabies is unknown, I have been sur- 
prised and startled by the numereus 
recent reports of mad dogs and of. men, 
women, and children bitten by them. Both in 
New York and in Chicago there seems to have 
been an epidemic of hydrophobia or of alleged 
hydrophobia. This is deplorable. It is a 
thing that eould be prevented. Nobody loves 
a good dog more than I do and also I love 
my fellow men, or trust I do. It nearly breaks 
my heart te see a splendid dog dying of this 
dread disease. And as for a fellow human 
being—the death rate is really remarkably 
small, only two in Chieago last year—the idea 
is too horrible. 

Rabies may be eliminated by a few meas- 
fires of self-protection. We have shown that 
in England. The dog laws are such there bas 
been only one ease in years, and that was 
doubted, and was caused by the bite of a fox 
which bad been run to earth by the hennds. 
For twenty years England has enforced a 
quarantine on dogs. No animal is let into the 
country until it has been held under observa- 
tion for thirty days. 

a * 
Quarantine the First Step. 

First and foremost in a movement for self- 
defense against these rabid animals I would 
suggest some sort of national, interstate, and 
municipal quarantine, such as we have in 
England, against the bringing of dogs from 
one community to another unless they are 
detained under inspection for a period of four 
or five weeks. Next, or really first, there 
should certainly be a crusade against home- 
less curs. It is these dogs that carry the 
infection. The pet dog kept at home or on 
leash would never have rabies were it not 
for the mangy brute that bites him. 

There is a period in the course of the dis- 
ease when a large part of the mad dogs will 
run the streets. These, except in rare cases, 
do not go out of their way to bite any one. 
But they snap, snap, snap at men, bricks, 
children, trees, themselves, anything that

does not touch your face or hands. See that 
the children do not get their hands in his 
mouth. Do not let them kiss him on the 
nose. While the chance that your dog has 


rabies is small, there is that chance, Wil-, 


liam F. Stuart, superintendent of the Chi- 
cago city pound, tells me his records show 
111 authenticated cases since Jan. 1. , 

The worst sort of bite is in the face, thc 
next worst in the bands. These places, par- 
ticularly the former, are near the brain and 
the nerve centers. Also the tooth in passing 
through the clothing may be wiped clean of 
the saliva, which is the agent of infection. 
But the hands and face do not have this 
slight protection. The saliva itself if i: 
touches a cut or abrasion may cause in- 
fection.

Madness Hard to Diagnose. 

The popular idea of the mad dog is errone- 
ous. He is pictured as a canine demon, 
dashing about frothing at the mouth, in pur- 
suit of those he may devour.

But you will say, “I can't keep my dog 
tied up for weeks every time he is bitten.”

A dog may sicken and die and never bite any 
of those about him. 

People often do not know their dog is 
mad. They think he has something caught in 
his throat, perhaps. They handle him and 
lead him or carry him to the veterinarian’s. 
Only in paroxysms when he snaps blindly 
without any knowledge of what he is doing 
does he bite his master’s hand. Strangers 
are in more danger, but even these are more 
safe than would be supposed. It is not an 
uncommon experience of the veterinarian to 
be called in to see a sick dog and to find 
fixed upon him the suffused eyes of a mad 
dog. But those who understand how to 
handle them seldom have trouble.

The pupil of one 
eye will be larger than the other, probably 
on the side on which the dog was bitten. 
The dog will be much emaciated. He will 
become wholly paralyzed. In these latter 
stages he is incapable of hurting any one ex- 
cept such as come to him. But his saliva is 
deadly and no one should handle him except 
with thick gloves and great care, 

I have discussed with a number of dog 
specialists the typical “mad dog” which 
rushes through the streets. In the first 
place, these all agree that most of such 
dogs are not mad at all. But at the same 
time through fear, epilepsy, excitement, or 
whatever causes it, they are as likely to bite 
as the real mad dog, The specialists all 


agree that the one safe thing to do is to 


get out of the way. Some of these profes- 
sional men go so far as to say a mad dog 
will never turn out of its way to bite any 
animal or person. Others say there is an 
occasional exception when a dog may be 
encountered which may pursue. But such 
is rare. | 

It is agreed that in almost every case all 
one has to do is. to cross the street, step in- 
side a shop door, jump on à fence or other 
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handy perch, and be perfectly safe. Flight 
will attract the pursuit of a normal ugly dog, 
bat with a mad dog this does not occur, at 
least according to most of my authorities.

In experimenting Prof. Bordas bad chosen 
crystals from aluminous and silicious clays, 
from which are obtained most of the precious 
stones, and subjected these to whet he calls 
“radium baths.” Thus he succeeded in trans- 
forming a colorless specimen of corundum to a 
splendid topaz, and some pale tinted: spinel 
Tubies deepened to a color approaching the 
ever sought for pigeon blood shade. 

While his report, based on these results, was 
More enthusiastic than accurate, there were 
many who at once saw the splendid commer- 
tial opportunities in the discovery. One prom- 
ment German mineralogist, Herr Koenig, * 
reported to have made tremendous progress in 
the manipulation of the radium, and claims 
that before long he will show some splendia 
Specimens of jewels transmuted from humble 
Sources. 
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, Dr. Ambrecht, an Englishman, has, it ap- 


Dears, stolen a march on his German colleague. 
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Ile took the matter up as a business proposi- 
tion, and his researches, which cover months, 
reveal some remarkable results. He treats 
various stones by the hundred, arranged and 
classified in wards,” and calls his establish- 
ment a sanatorium for precious stones. Any 
patients accepted are put on probation and 
no absolute cures are guaranteed. 

Dr. Ambrecht began his experiments with 
white sapphires, of which no fewer than 200 
were selected. The doctor does not give any 
details as to the method of treatment, but says 
that after two or three weeks’ exposure these 
originally colorless stones were distinctly 
changed. 

The series of gem stones, which consists of 
corundum, not only includes ruby, sapphire, 
orfental emerald (green sapphire), oriental 
amethyst (purple sapphire), oriental topaz 
( yellow sapphire), but also gems of the great- 
est delicacy of coloring, which generally, 
though wrongly, are referred to as fancy sap- 
phires. The object sought is through radium 
to bring these indefinite colors to their full 
perfection.

Emeralds Most Susceptible. 

meralds are far more susceptible to im- 
provement and some specimens showed a dis- 
tinct change in depth of color with more bril- 
liancy, or rather glow. Amethysts did not 
give any specially satisfactory results, losing 
appreciably their vinous violet color and tak- 
ing a faded shade of a second grade of pink 
topaz. 

Opals must be constantly watched; this 
stone seems to be most unreliable, sometimes 
coming out.in magnificent splendor and then 
again of a dubious fire; it is a risky under- 
taking to experiment on a valuable specimen. 
Dr. Ambrecht is of the opinion that if it is 
possible to discover a distinct particular treat- 
ment for a certain category of precious stones 
by which one can be measura bly certain of 
arriving at definite results, such a discovery 
would be of vast commercial importance. 

The business of doubling the value of pre 
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cious stones in quantities is, in its present 
state, both risky and expensive, but the prog- 
ress so far made promises brilliant results for 
the future. The quality of the radium used 
must be exceptionally high, and the enormous 
cost of this is now so great as to prevent any 
amazing profits from a business point of view.

Radium Destroys Blue Diamonds. 

The rays of radium appear to be destructive 
to blue diamonds, which turn almost white or 
an indifferent blue, while the rare bluish green 
stone has a tendency to become yellow. Rumor 
has it that some of the great houses in Amster- 
dam that handle diamonds exclusively have 
arranged for the scientific treatment of certain 
grades of goods which it has been proved are 
peculiarly susceptible to great improvement by 
the radium process. 

This shows that there is untold wealth wait- 
ing for the one who brings this method to per- 
fection. While there is any amount of secrecy 
as to the details of the radium treatment for 
precious stones, it is known that the best re- 
sults are obtained when treating the “ moth- 
er crystals in matrix before being cut. More 
uniform color and limpidity are obtained thig 
way. 

Barring the diamond, most all other pre- 
cious stones when cut are liable to change 
under the influence in a most unexpected man- 
ner. Both color and brilliancy seem dependent 
on the refraction of light caused by the cut- 
ting. If a stone is of proportionate thickness 
and the facets well balanced the result is gen- 
erally good. On the other hand, a badly cut 
stone is liable to be “ patchy” in light and 
“ flaky in color. 

In connection with the radium treatment it 
may be mentioned that on account of the high 
cost of this material there has been a sudden 
revival of an attempt to improve lower grade 
or semi-precious stones through less expensive 
means. An observer and all interested in 
jewels cannot have failed to notice an influx of 
“stones” possessing colors of hitherto prac- 
tically unknown shades. 

These stones masquerade under more or 
less fantastic names, and, as a matter of fact, 
almost all the dealers who sell them really do 
not know but what they are cut from some 
newly discovered specimens of mineral, But
